WASHINGTON, Oct. 24—Settlement of the soft coal strike 


threatened for November 1 will be put to President Wilson, Sec- 
retary of Labor Wilson made it known here at noon today. 


Secretary Wilson appealed to the miners and operators who 


are in conference here to remain in session until 4 p. m. until he 
could lay their differences before the President. This act came 
about after the rejction of the four proposals made in the hope 
of averting the strike. 


The Secretary believes he has expended all his resources in 


averting the strike. He appealed to the miners and operators to 
get together, picturing; fhe distress and suffering that »he>- 
would bring upon the country if a strike were called at this time. 
Over night there was hope that the Secretary's plea might bring 
a settlement but when the conference convened this morning two 
of the proposals were rejected in a little more than two hours. 


The conference adjourned until this evening when the 
Sec- 


retary hopes to lay before the miners and operators some word 
from the President. Secretary Wilson has been constantly in 
communication with Secretary Tumulty since the beginning of 
the miners and operators conference here.
